; ARMED ROBBERS’ BLUFF. 


Behind the Regulation publish- 


ed in a recent -iasue of the 
Govern nent’ Gazette, prohibiting 
the sule ‘of toy pistols, excepting 
under a -special licence, lies an 
interesting fact which merits 
more than pressing notice, 

No one realises better than. the 
police authoritics .how dificult 
the task is of keeping down armed 
crime in the Colony when faced 
with the: special conilitions which 
obtain locally, Very often it is 
found that the Chinese popylatioi 
in general is upt to be too fright- 
ened ont the sight of a’ re- 


volver, with the result that rob-} 


bers, taking advantage, of this 
fact, have ‘in the paat resorted to 
a considerable usc of firearms. 
Owing to the strict surveillance 
‘lwhich the authorities have at all 
times exercised over trafficking in, 
amg in the Colony, it is ‘conceiy- 
able that only a. limited number 
haye been enabled to obtain pos- 
session of these weapons, ‘and it 
has keen noticed, in past eases of 
armed robberies, that a whole gang 
at the outset of one of these nefari- 
ous enterprises have often had to 
be content with the joint posses- 
sion of oné loné revolver or autom- 
atic held by one of their party. 
Grhdually as the success of thess 
armed robberies became more ap- 
parent, owing to the victims being 
too easily disposed to take an al- 
arming belief. in the potentialities 


the| 


of a revolver, caine the extensive 
use“of “dummies,""’ The use of the 
toy pistol in armed robberies was 
found in the police rteords to have 
been first recorded four. years 
ago, since when it has been -exten- 
sively ustd. Fashioned to resem- 
ble very closely the real article, its 
effectiveness, particularly in « the 
dark, hus, been successfully tested 
time and again by robbers on vic- 
tims Who’ allow! theniselves tone 
ensily terrorised. 

In conversation to-day with. -a 
Police official, it was revealed that 
seventy per cent. of the successful 
armed robberies in the past have 
been curried out with.the use of 
toy. pistols. This is a very. high 


percentage, and has caused the 
police ‘authorities “to represent .to 
the Government the necessity of 
a regulation prohibiting the sale of 
toy pistols. That purpose having 
been Inow attained, ina Govern- 
ment yegulation published in the 
Gazette, the police authorities ex- 
préss themselves as satisfied, in 
the expectation that this will. lead 
to a still bigger decline in the num-' 
ber of casey of armed crime ‘in "he 
Colony. :

on the affair, except that the 
prisoner struggled with him. and 
shot him. That statement was. 
made i in the preacnce of the Indian 
sergeant on_ traffic duty between 
Garden Road and Lower Albert 


Road to whom the accused had, 
reported the shooting. It was 
made:in Hindustani in the pre- 
sence of the prisoner, but, said 
Inspector Murphy, it was in a 
language which the prisoner, could 
not understand. 

The Inspector went on to state

But it” wag ‘left to a ‘privlses 
few, fortunate enough to ba’ in 
Mr. R. E. Lindsell’s Court this 
morning, to discover an ‘unex- 
pected feature in regard to at 
least one. particular stick wielded 
by an astute fantan promotor in 
Causeway Bay. This implement 
was not different in its appearance 
from the slim wooden rod usually 


seen, but.it had two component} 


parts which fitted into each other 
so well that even a close observer 
would’ have failed.to detect that 
this arrangement concealed a 
little hollow large enough to con- 
tain a little bean used a3 counters 
in the. game, i i 

A demonstration was carried 
out in the Court, in which with 
an almost, imperceptible turning] 
of the hand, the parts of the ‘stick 
were opened to disclose a cavity 
from which .a bean dropped out. 

This little bean’ may. make all 
the difference in the result of the 
game, with the odds tremendously 
in favour of the croupier if he 
is dexterous enough to work the 
swindle without detection. ‘And 
from the’ facility with which the 
operation was demonstrated, it 
would appear that the risk was one 
which could be accepted with ¢on- 
fidence. 

This ingenious implement was 
exptured by Inspector -Field in-a 
raid-on a gambling school con- 
ducted within a building in course 
of erection at Repulse Bay.

He pointed ont that since the 
war the Dominions were consult- 
ed regarding all ‘vital questions 
of , foreign, policy, and he ‘Ine 
stanced: the success of the. Im- 
perial Confereuce that had been 
held. © 


As to the future they, had to 
keep in mind .the  rights.of the 
Dominions, both in respect of their’ 
status as nations..equal in the 
Empire with Britain, and of their 
claim to be consulted. 

In oné:. respect things had 
changed enormously in the last 
few years. Before the war prac- 
tically- no information "was sent to 
i about foreign 
policy, but now through the. Domi- 
nions Office all available informa- 
tion was supplied to them from 
the Foreign Office day by day. 
Last year 200 telegrams and 600 
reports were sent out. 


It could not be said. now that 
Britain pursued ° any foreign 
policy without “ endeavouring to 
keep the Dominions fully inform- 
ed. In . Australia the ‘Prime 
Miniater, Mr. S. M. Bruce, had set 
up a apecial department to deal 
with such co-operation and New 
Zealand was doing the same. 

Some day wireless telephony 
might help to. bring them in. to 
close touch, .but ‘as yet personal 
conferences between representa- 
tives of the Governments were the 
best meana of dealing with vital 
questions. 

Discussions were now proceed- 
ing-as to when it woul be“prac- 
ticable to hold the nex! Imperial 
Conference. It was difficult -to 
bring lending statesmen together 
as frequently: as desirable. ° 

‘Perhaps they could do what the 
League of Nations had done and 
fix definite intervals. Less im- 
portant business might be dona 
at meetings of deputies. Their 
aim must ever be to secure a per-
